East Liverpool and the rest, of America will 
swing into the mighty Seventh War Loan campaign 
Monday with a “ B1' day—Bond day—in local 
stores as the main event of the opening barrage. 
Between 4 and 4:15 p. rn. Monday, local stores 
will sell nothing but Bonds. 
For 15 minutes, other 
transactions will be sidetracked while the public is 
given. an opportunity to express with Bonds its 
thanksgiving that half of the war is won and to 
speed operations in the Pacific by supplying the 
money that makes the guns that make the firepow- 
ed that means victory. 
Each store clerk has been called upon to do a 
bigger job this time than ever before. 
Each clerk 
has a quota of $500 this time instead of $300 
which prevailed in previous campaigns. Each store's 
quota, which is figured by multiplying the number 
of clerks times $500, has been increased accordingly. 
The reason for the higher goals is that the 
treasury is trying to raise in two campaigns this 


year what it received in three last year. 
As a re- 
suit, the goals in every category have been made 
stiffer than in any of the six sales programs which 
have preceded this one. 
The quota in East Liverpool for sales to indi­ 
viduals—the kind made over the counter at the 
bank or some other issuing agency—is $1,466,200. 
T hats an all-time high. 
The slice of this figure 
allotted to E Bonds—the kind most people buy when 
they do their bond shopping—is $895,400. 
That 's 
$300,000 more than the E Bond assignment in the 
Sixth War Loan. 
So the job is the biggest the home front has 
had since Pearl Harbor. 
In order to explain the size of the task and ap­ 
peal for the best selling job yet done, City Chair­ 
man Patrick J. O’Farrell has arranged a rally of 
retail clerks at the Ceramic theater Monday at 9 
a. rn. 
Store openings will be delayed until 9:30 
because of the rally. In addition to talks by Bond 


officials, there will be a war department movie of 
the victorious fighting in Europe. 
Tile public will do its Bond buying between 
Monday and June 30. A canvass in local industries 
was made last month in advance of the general 
solicitation. It produced payroll deduction author­ 
izations amounting to $442,500, one of the most 
heartening performances on record in local War 
Bond drives. The quota for the industries—$387,OOO 
—was substantially oversubscribed. 
Now the*public will be given its opportunity 
to turn the heat on Hirohito. Only individual sales 
will be counted for the next month. Then, starting 
June 18, sales to banks and corporations will be so­ 
licited. 
The combination of the three—payroll 
deductions of workers, sales to the general public, 
purchases by business institutions—will determine 
whether the home front has done the hardest Bond 
job it ever has been given.

"It was th* eeriest fight I ever 
have been in,” said 87-year-old Maj. 
George B- Pickett of Brooklyn, one 
of the heroes of Baetogne. 
He led a task force of ZI tanks, 
one bulldozer and 1,000 men which 
captured

and 
took 6.000 
prisoners at a coat of only four 
wounded men. 
"Only three of my men ever bad 
been in action before." added Mal. 
Pickett, who command* a unit of 
armored Infantrymen in the 16th 
armored division. 
Th* officer, who has been wound­ 
ed twice in action, was ambushed 
himself by eight German infantry­ 
men while going into the city. 
“A lieutenant with me shot three 
of them, my radio operator killed 
another and the other four ran 
away," he said.

prieved some snipers sentenced 
to death.)
